dards Act provides that persons may not 
be employed for more than a stated 
number of hours a week without receiving 
at least one and one-half times their 
regular rate of pay for overtime hours. 


However, some types of businesses, 


because of their size or 
geographic 


limitations, are exempted from provisions 
of that act. 


Since you didn't mention the company in 


question here, Action Line cannot tell you 
whether or not you are covered by the act.

What are the laws regarding blinking 


traffic lights? Now that we have two 
intersections, the one at W. 2nd and 24th 
and the one at W. 7th and 20th, with 
blinking lights, some people stop at the 
yellow one and others don't. This is 
very dangerous, it seems to me, and I'd 
like to know what we're supposed to do. 


You are correct in stating that the 


situation is dangerous, according to 
police Chief Don Massey, and there was 
a serious accident yesterday evening at 
2nd and 24th because of an apparent 
lack of understanding regarding the 
law. 


People approaching the blinking 


yellow lights are not supposed to stop, 
Massey said. That yellow light means 
to precede through the intersection with 
caution. When you stop at that light, he 
noted, you encourage the driver waiting 
at the red blinking light to precede, 
even though another driver correctly 
approaching the blinking yellow light 
may be going through the intersection. 


This is essentially what happened to 


cause that major accident. 


Massey said he is strongly en- 


couraging drivers to choose alternate 
routes rather than drive through the 
two intersections while they are under 
construction. As you know, the state 
has set the signals at those two in- 
tersections to operate as they now do 
for two weeks before they change the 
signals to a new operation. 


Because drivers are unfamiliar with 


the new setup, many traffic problems 
are arising, Massey said. One of those 
problems is that drivers are cutting 
through parking lots to skirt the lights. 
That causes further danger, in addition 
to being illegal. 


Police are watching the two in- 


tersections more closely because of the 
increased hazards, but Massey said the 
best bet for drivers is to use another 
intersection, even if it isn't controlled. 


"I am encouraging everyone to 


choose another route, maybe just a 
couple of blocks down," Massey said. 
"Even an uncontrolled intersection 
would be safer because there is likely to 
be less congestion." 


I would like to know what the 


qualifications are for employment at 
the local Social Security office? Also, if 
a person feels that an employe of the 
Social Security office has treated a 
client unprofessioiially, who may this 
employe be reported to? 


Like most federal employment, a job 


at the Social Security office is based on

Service 


examinations. Civil Service tests are 
given periodically at the post office 
here. From the results of those tests, 
the civil service commission draws up a 
list of people who qualified for federal 
employment. 


When an office such as the Social 


Security office has a job opening, they 
request a listing of people qualified for 
federal employment. 


David Helmer, manager of the local 


office, said that each agency considers 
the highest scores on the list first, 
working their way down that list until 
they find someone who can take the job. 
Often, Helmer explained, the job is not 
what the highest scorers are seeking, or 
they have found other jobs, or the job 
opening is too far from where they live, 
and they decline the job. Helmer then 
precedes down the list. 


The Civil Service Commission 


maintains a toll-free job information 
line in Dallas, incidentally, which you 
can call for information about up- 
coming tests, job openings, and other 
related information. Call them at 800- 
4924400. 


If you do have a complaint about 


someone in the local Social Security 
office, Helmer said you should call him. 
He will be glad to discuss any problems 
with you, and said he is always in- 
terested in resolving any problems 
people have with his office.

Navarro Savings is "not under 
investigation" itself, but that 
it's records are being used by 
the San Antonio grand jury to 
investigate 
former 
Lt. 


Governor 
Ben 
Barnes 
and 


others. 


WITH THE grand jury in- 


vestigation centering on un- 
secured loans, Wylie was quick 
to point out "We don't make 
loans secured by stock ... by 
cattle ... or personality." 


He said that the three mor- 


tgage loans sought by the in- 
vestigators deal with 
"first 


mortgage loans on real estate 
and 
are 
extremely 
well 


secured." 


Wylie emphasized that "We 


don't make loans without real 
estate" as collateral, adding 
later that the savings and loan 
is 
required 
by 
federal 


regulations to keep appraisals 
of this real estate in its file to 
substantiate it as a security. 


Navarro Savings received a 


subpoena Nov. 1 relating to 
records 
of mortgage loans 


extended to "business interests 
of former Lt. Governor Ben 
Barnes and 'several other in- 
dividuals who are under in- 
vestigation," according to the 
written release. 


Wylie said that "about 80 


related entities" are involved in 
the investigation, with many of 


the stockholders of these cor- 
porations 
being 
the 
same 


people. 


Navarro Savings complied 


with the subpoena prior to the 
Nov. 15 deadline, according to 
the release. 


EMPHASIZING 
THAT 


Navarro Savings is not being 


investigated, Wylie (via the 
release) said that "Navarro 
Savings Association is enjoying 
one of its best years in terms of 
profits and growth and does not 
expect any adverse effect as a 
result of the grand jury probe." 


Wylie also stated that there is 


no cause for concern by the 
depositors and shareholders of 
Navarro Savings

Navarro County Auditor Bill 


Smith has informed county 
officeholders and department 
heads that his office cannot 
authorize payment of county 
purchases that do not follow the 
purchase order system because 
of state law. 


In a letter circulated Wed- 


nesday, Smith told the of- 
ficeholders that during the last 
few 
weeks 
many 
budget 


amendments have been made 
and that all accounts have funds 
available to cover normal ex- 
penditures for the remainder of 
the year. 


SMITH ADDED that, 
"In 


order to comply with the law, 
from this date forward, all 
purchases must be approved by 
the treasurer's office as to 
availability of funds prior to any 
purchase being made." 


The law Smith quotes is 


Article 1661 as found in Ver- 
non's Texas Civil Statues. The 
article reads: 


"He (county auditor) shall 


not audit or approve any such 
claim unless it has been con- 
tracted as provided by law, nor 
any account for the purchase of 
supplies or materials for the use 
of said county or any of its of- 
ficers, unless, in addition to 
other requirements 
of law, 


there is attached thereto a 
requisition signed by the officer 
ordering same and approved by 
the 
county 
judge. 
Said 


requisition must be made out 
and signed and approved in 
triplicate by the said officers, 
the triplicate to remain with the 
officer desiring the purchase, 
the duplicate to be filed with the 
county auditor, and the original 
to be delivered to the party from 
whom said purchase is to be 
made before any purchase shall 
be made. All warrants on the 
county 
treasurer, 
except 


warrants for jury service, must 
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Notice to the Public 


Any

character, standing or reputation of any 
person, firm or corporation which may 
appear in the columns of this paper will be 
gladly corrected upon the notice of same 
being given to the editor personally at the 
office of Daily Sun Building, Corsicana, 
Texas. 


be counter-signed by the county 
auditor." 


The procedure described in 


the article is essentially the 
same as the procedures adopted 
by the county. The county 
procedure requires three steps: 
1, a purchase order is filled out 
with 
a 
description 
and 


estimated cost of the item; 2, 
the order 
is sent 
to the 


treasurer's 
office 
and 
the 


amount of the order is entered 
into the computer to indicate 
the amount to be spent; and 3, 
the item is ordered and an in- 
voice is sent with the mer- 
chandise. 


SMITH ALSO explained in the 


letter that budget amendments 
cannnot be made to pay for bills 
already incurred. The auditor 
said that 
Attorney General 


opinion No. 1632-1944 prohibits 
such action. 


The opinion states: • 
"An 
order of the 
Com- 


missioners' 
Court amending 


county budget is legally suf- 
ficient to protect county auditor 
in paying out money in excess 


of amount fixed in original 
budget and- no funds provided 
for any order amending budget 


can be used to pay bills already 
created but must be used to pay 
bills incurred after date of 
order." 


The officeholders were in- 


formed that if any bill is 
received 
in 
either 
the 


treasurer's or auditor's office 
for 
which there is no en- 


cumbrance and funds are not 
available in the budget, the bill 
will be returned to the office 
that submitted the bill for action 
by that office. 


"The County cannot, by law, 


pay that bill," Smith said.

Fire ants found in Corsicana

The verdict is still out on their 


nationality, but the presence of 
fire ants in Corsicana has been 
confirmed. 


The ants, known for their high 


rise ant hills and painful stings, 
have established an extensive 
colony in the 
700 block of 


Oxford. And, while most of the 
ant hills are in a vacant lot, 
several residences also have 
the ants in their yards. 


LOCAL EXTERMINATOR 


Dewey 
Grimes 
said 
he 


discovered 
the 
ants 
while 


working at one of the homes on 
Oxford. Further investigation 
turned up larger ant hills in an 
adjoining vacant lot and at 
another home. 


Because 
normal 
ex- 


terminating 
procedures 
are 


ineffective against fire ants, 
Grimes said he notified state 
and federal officials since they 
are the only ones permitted to 
use myrex, a highly toxic poison 
which can kill the ants. 


Navarro County Agent John 


Kincaid says there is no doubt 
that the ants on Oxford are fire 
ants, but he hastens to add that 
the results are not in yet as to 
whether the fire ants are native 
or imported. 


The imported fire ant has a 


more severe sting than the 
native and and has been the 
subject of various horror story 
rumors 
since 
they 
began 


working their way inland from 
the Texas Coast. 


DISTINGUISHING 
between 


the two varieites 
is almost 


impossible to the naked eye, 
Kincaid says. Because of this, 
several specimens have been 
sent to entomological experts at

Texas A&M, but Kincaid says it 
usually takes about three weeks 
to get a report since the experts 
have to get down to such in- 
tricacies as the number of teeth 
and the configuration of the 
antennas. 


Kincaid reports that there has 


not been a report of imported 
fire ants in Navarro County 
since 1964, those ants found this 
past summer being natives. 


However, 
"Every 
county 


around us has had them this 


year," Kincaid says, adding 
that it wouldn't surprise him at 
all if these ants were of the non- 
native variety. 


While concurring that the 


imported ants sting worse than 
the natives, Kincaid says he 
"wouldn't want to be stung by 
any of them." 


Fire ant stings, according to 


Kincaid produce white sores 
which later resemble 
blood 


blisters, and Grimes says that 
the stings leave permanent 
scars. 


THE ANTHILLS on Oxford 


vary in size, with some rising up 
to ten inches above the ground 


and up to 30 inches in cir- 
cumference. 


A characteristic of the fire ant 


hill, according to Grimes, is the 
multiple small openings instead 
of two or three large openings. 


When the ant hill is opened for 


examination, these openings 
prove to be the outcroppings of 
an 
elaborate 
honey-combed- 


system of tunnels. 


Of course, disturbing the ant 


hills also disturbs the ants, and 
therein lies the greatest danger, 
according to Grimes. 


He says that a small child or 


pet could be severely stung by 
stumbling onto one of the hills.

School goals survey 
nearing completion

A survey to evaluate the ef- 


forts and goals of the Corsicana 
Independent 
School District, 


which will be used in planning 
five-year goals for local schools, 
moved a step closer to com- 
pletion 
during 
a 
meeting 


Tuesday afternoon. 


The 
Central 
Management 


Committee, 
an 
11-member 


group 
of 
local 
educators, 


parents, and 
administrators, 


finalized the work of selecting 
the goals to be included in the 
survey. 


Once the document is com- 


pleted, it will be randomly 
distributed to about 300 local 
residents who will be asked to 
complete the form and return it. 


The questionnaire lists more 


than a dozen educational goals 
and asks that the person filling 
it out rate the importance of the 
goal itself and to evaluate the 


district's performance of that 
goal to date. 


The information provided by 


the survey will then be used by 
administrators 
and advisors 


from 
the Texas 
Education 


Agency to draw up the five-year 
plan to be followed by the 
district. 


Once completed, the district 


will be bound by the plan, and 
must then file annual reports to 
the TEA to document progress 
at implimenting the plan. The 
plan is a part of the state ac- 
creditation requirements 
for 


the local schools. 


Heading the list of goals 


arrived at by the committee is 
the goal heading of "gain a 
general education." 
Beneath 


each such goal on the survey 
sheet will appear several items 
further defining the goal. 


The committee Tuesday also 


spent time debating the best 


way for participants to evaluate 
the goals and 
performance, 


keeping the form as brief and 
simple as possible. 


Currently, distribution plans 


have yet to be finalized, but 
administrators are considering 
selecting a random sampling of 
parents, teachers, and students 
to participate in the survey 
from enrollment lists at each 
school campus. That, according 
to 
Director 
of 
Instruction 


Tommy Wardell, would insure 
that all communities within the 
city were represented by the 
survey results. 


Other suggestions have in- 


cluded 
distributing 
the 


questionnaires 
by mail or 


through local service clubs. 
Administrators and the com- 
mittee will select the manner of 
distribution when the survey is 
completed. 


The committee meets again 


to continue work Dec. 8th. 


Police here have learned 
to live with Miranda rule 


The landmark Miranda decision did slow 


down local police investigations when it first 
came out, says Police Chief Don Massey, but 
not a great great deal now. 


"We're getting used to it," he says," it's 


really a part of the routine." 


Massey says that police officers are im- 


pressed with the importance of reading a 
suspect his rights from the beginning of their 
training. He says it is stressed as much as 
anything else during basic training. 


HE DOES FEEL, however, that the ruling 


"ties our hands" on major cases when a 
suspect might want to talk to police, but after 
hearing the arresting officer and the justice of 
peace read him his rights, he might change 
his mind. 


The chief believes the ruling makes in- 


vestigations harder in major cases, but that 
in cases involving traffic violations or public 
intoxication the ruling does not apply. He says 
that a judge usually feels that it is better to 
wait until someone is sober enough to un- 
derstand what is being read to him. 


Massey forsees the Supreme Court making 


some modifications in the 1966 ruling, 
because the court under Chief Justice Warren 
Burger is a more conservative court. 


HE ADDS THAT the ruling has educated 


people as to what their constitutional rights 
are. He feels, however, it is not the job of the 
police to conduct a government class on the 
streets, but to enforce the law. 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor believes 


the Miranda rule added "more technicalities 
that the guilty have been able to get out on " 


He says that, at first, the ruling hampered 


the taking of confessions, but, "if someone is 
going to confess, he will confess." 


Any modifications that Supreme Court 


might make according to Batchelor, "are 
purely academic" because the Miranda rule 
has been codefied into the Texas Penal Code. 
Whatever action the Court might take he 
says, won't affect Texas at all. 


District Judge Don Nicholson says the 


Miranda ruling was "destined to come." 


"I THINK WE needed a law applicable to 


the states that says an officer has to read 
people their constitutional rights," the judge 
said. 


He adds that he doesn't think the ruling 


hampered investigations if it was properly 
administered. He explains that such a ruling 
has been in effect for federal officers for 
many years, before 1966. 


"All the Supreme Court did was require 


state officers to do the same thing." 


Nicholson says that the ruling does not 


affect a judge's role at all because his job is to 
apply the facts of a case to the law. 


Simply, he said, all Miranda did was 


guarantee the constitutional rights of people. 
At first, he adds, law enforcement people 
rebelled because they had to change their 
way of doing things, but there are no 
problems now.

remodeling. The lake is un- 
dergoing construction on it's 
toilet 
facilities. 
The 
con- 


struction is to convert six pit 
toilets to "water born." Water 
born is the term used for toilets 
that will receive showers and 
flush . type 
accommodations. 


There will be three newly 
remodeled toilets in Oak park 
and four in the Liberty Hill 
park. 


In addition to the remodeling, 


a new toilet will be built in Oak 
Park with shower and hot water 


fixtures, in ll;e swimming and 
beach area. 


According 
to 
Reservoir 


Manager Bob Chapman, there 
will be no charge for the use of 
these facilities. "If a family 
wishes to use the showers on a 
picnic, they are as welcome as 
the campers and fishermen who 
stay overnight." 


THE LAKE IS still using a fee 


admittance charge which is 
$2.00 a night and an additional 
50-cents for the use of elec- 
tricity. This is the present price 
for people who wish to stay 
overnight, however Chapman 
said, "The addition of these 


facilities could possibly run our 
fee price up by next summer. 
The fee is set nationwide and 
not by our division. The fee is 
set by the amount of facilities 
offered to the public or by the 
number of criteria." 


Along 
with 
the 
toilet 


remodeling the lake has con- 
structed a "group shelter. The 
shelter is located in Liberty Hill 
park for group gatherings and 
reunions. 


The structure is located at a 


scenic point which overlooks the 
water. This shelter can be 
reserved for special 
family 


occasions. Construction on the 
shelter 
is almost 
officially 


completed except for the ad- 
dition of a barbeque pit room. 


Chapman also made note of 


the placing of guard posts 
throughout the lake. 
"The 


guard posts are for a purpose," 
Chapman said. "Recently we 
have received a lot of com- 
plaints about the placing of 
these posts. We're not trying to 
make people mad, but we are 
trying to control traffic. 


WITHOUT THE use of the 


guard posts, campers, visitors 
and fishermen would simply 
make their own roads to the 
table sites. Within a few weeks 
there 
would 
be 
roads 


everywhere, several to one site 


alone. This would soon create 
mud holes, erosion and ruts 
which over a period of time 
would kill the trees and grass. A 
road by a tree will eventually 
kill the roots by the continuation 


of the ground being packed." 


Chapman added, "We know 


the people don't do it in- 
tentionally or mean to hurt 
anything, but we feel by the use 
of the guard posts we can 
eliminate 
this 
problem. 


Anyway, if persons who come 
camping want to get back into 
nature and wildlife they won't 
mind walking a little. Nature 
and wildlife have to have a 
chance to refurbish themselves, 


and this can't be possible with 
uncontrollable traffic. 


"We have some long range 


plans to upgrade the park," said 
Chapman. "In January we will 
plant 10,000 pine trees and 1,000 
hardwood trees, consisting of 
Sycamore, Elms, and Cot- 
tonwoods. We want to furnish as 
much as possible to people who 
visit us and keep the park close 
to nature. We want to keep our 
park looking good."
